Claims 2-1 1 are pending in the application. Claim 11 has been added. 

-The 102(b) rejection of claim 2 has been withdrawn due to applicant amending 
claim over the prior art of record used in the rejection. 

-The 103(a) rejection of claims 2-4 has been withdrawn due to applicant 
amending claim 2 over the prior art of record used in the rejection. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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-(as to claims 2 and 1 1) a gearbox having a single actuating device for selecting 
and shifting a gear ratio, a gearbox operating element activated by a single operating 
actor that engages a ratio or select a shift slot and at the same time acts on a rotary 
force accumulator placed in a rotary pretension state, an intermediate element activated 
by the accumulator and limited by a retaining element to a predetermined position in 
combination with all the remaining limitations of claims 2 and 1 1 .
